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On, August 27, 2007, the Howard County Police Department (HCPD) responded to the wooded parkland behind the 1 2000 bk 
Green Meadow Drive, Columbia, Howard County, Maryland for the report of a found body. The severely decomposed body o 
Oinad ALI, DOB: 03/16/1988, was found deceased lying on a secluded foot path in the woods. The Office of the Chief Medic, 
Examiner (OCME) ruled that the manner of death was Homicide. The investigation into the death of Wasel ALI determined th 
twin brother Wael Gihad ALLDOB: 3/16/1988 was the person responsible for his death. 

The following are the facts that establish probable cause for the arrest of Wael Gihad ALI for the death of Wasel Gihad ALI 

• In the months leading up to the murder of Wasel ALI, he and his brother Wael had enlisted in the United States Army only u 
A WOL after boot camp. 

• The two stole a United States government vehicle which they kept concealed in their garage, used to impersonate police and 
conduct traffic stops, and stole a United States government handgun. 

• HCPD would execute a search and seizure at the home of the ALI family and the brothers were arrested and charged in the tl 

• In July 2007 the two received a Probation Before Judgment in the Howard County District Court for these charges. 
' The brothers were discharged from the Army; other than honorably. 

I The brothers were arrested in Arlington, Virginia for impersonating the police and possession of a concealed handgun 

}n the morning of August 22, 2007, HCPD Detectives and Tactical Officers executed a search and seizure warrant at the ALI 
esidence on Warm Granite Dr., Columbia, Maryland. This warrant was a continuation of an ongoing investigation and charg< 
gainst Wasel and Wael ALI that stemmed from their possession of a stolen handgun and their impersonation of police in \r\ 
:ounty, Virginia on August 17, 2007. Wasel ALI, Wael ALI and their father were home at the time the warrant was executed 
everal items of evidence were seized including Wasel ALI's cell phone. 

.fter the police left the residence that morning, Wasel ALI was called by his employer Banana Republic in the Columbia Ma 
sked to report to work. Wasel ALI agreed and was transported to work by his brother Wael ALI. Wasel ALI arrived at Banai 
epublic and was confronted by his employer about an ongoing theft scheme that had been occurring at the location. Wasel / 
ould admit to his role in the theft of clothing from the business and implicated his brother Wael ALI. Wasel ALI agreed to r 
stitution and was terminated. 

fter Wasel ALI was terminated from Banana Republic, his father sent Wael ALI to the Columbia Mall to pick up Wasel AL 

?tectives were able to view video surveillance from the Columbia Mall for August 22, 2007 and determined the following: 

The ALI brothers are observed on video at an AT&T kiosk in the mall. 

lie ALI brothers can be seen talking with one another and other friends at the kiosk. 

Tie ALI brothers leave the mall in opposite directions. 

Vasel ALI is last seen walking past PF Changs on video at 1847 hours on August 22, 2007. 
^ael ALI is observed going to his vehicle and immediately driving off past Macy's. 

/asel ALI was supposed to meet Wael ALI at the vehicle but instead walked out a door on the exact opposite side of the m 
lvestigators used mall security video, Wael ALI's cell phone records, statements of Wael ALI and others from the time he

have access to a vehicle and would not ha\ e had time to get to Virginia, 

Wael ALI also knew that Wasel ALI did not have a cellular phone w ith him because polio o had seized it that morning during Khc 
search wananL 

•Wael .ATI arrived at a friend's home approximately 1 hour after lea\ ing the mall and w as de$C1 ibed -is frantk and in I panic, 
freaking out and crying over his brother being missing 

• Wad ALI also called several friends about his brother being missing and all would describe him as icting the same 

• Friends would advise that this w as unusual behavior tor W ael A 1 1 and out of charactoi Foi him 
•Wael AO would solicit the help of friends to search Columbia for his brother 

•Wael ALI told one friend that he had already been to the area where Wasel Al 1*3 bod) was ultimate!) found 

• Wael ALI advised friends that he had gone to look in this area because he thought \\ asel would go Somewhere he felt sale 

Approximately four (4) hours after Wasel ALI is last seen on mall sur\ eillance \ ideo. he is official!) reported missing to the How 
County Police by his brother and father. Wasel ALTs bod\ was found five (M days later, August : 200 ' During this Rve da\ 
period, Wael ALI would direct some of the friends searching for his brother to the area w heie \\ asel \l 1 w as laiei found Hic\ 
would stand within feet of the dirt footpath w here his body lay. Wael ALI slated that he toll something was wrong there No MM eve 
ventured down and searched the din path where Wasel ALI lay. 

After Wasel ALI was found murdered, and in the subsequent investigation Wael Al 1 w as mtei \ icw ed b\ police detecth SS I mtmbei 
of rimes. During these contacts Wael ALI has provided several versions of w hat he did upon leas ing the mall I le has repeated)) tied 
about his whereabouts during this time. When confronted with his lies and inconsistencies he w ould change his stoix I ic did ad\ isc 
the following: 

■ He knew W asel was not going to come out to the car with him that day. 

• He knew exactly what exit from the mall Wasel ALI would come out of 

• He was angry and upset with Wasel ALI over a number of issues in their lives that date back to the pie\ tons \ cai and culminated 
*ith their recent arrest in Virginia, the search of their residence and lastly the admitted theft scheme from Vvaumu Republic 
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Several friends of the ALI brothers reported the following: 

♦ It was not unusual tor Wasel ALI to go otTby himself. 
It was unusual for Wael ALI to be acting so frantic and panicked about his brother being missing 
V% ael ALI was the aggressive, dominating and more likely to "blow up" and lose his temper

• The brothers would on occasion become angry with one another and at time the arguments would become physical, to the point ol 
grabbing and choking each other. 

I he OCME noted that his stomach content at the time of the autopsy rev ealed a partially digested meal of rice and meat When Wa: 
Ai Ts body was found on August 2". 201 1, he had a receipt in his pocket from the food court in the Columbia Mall indicating that 
made this purchase prior to being seen on mall video at the AT&T kiosk on August 22, 2007 The receipt in his pocket would 
indicate that this was the last meal he ate. The partially digested meal would indicate that the time of death was within a few hours 
eating this meal 

1 here is a void of time. 25 minutes, from when Wael ALI drives out of sight of video surveillance at the mall until he makes a cell 
phone call in area of the cell tower at Rt. 1 7 5 and Tamar Dr in Columbia, Howard Count). Maryland Investigators traveled the sai 
paths taken bv Wasel and Wael ALI as they left the Columbia Mall. Investigators left the' mall as Wael did, drove around to the arc 
of PF Chang s, then to the parking lot adjacent to the park, walked to the path and scene of the murder, lingered f or a f ew minutes 
(long enough to assault and murder Wasel ALI) and then left, driving towards the ALI home on Warm Granite Dr., Columbia, 
Howard County. Maryland which takes them by the Rt. 175 and Tamar Dr. cell tower in Columbia. Howard County, Maryland. Ti 
time it took to do this was 25 minutes. 

Wasel ALI can be seen on mall surv eillance v ideo w alking away from the mall just after Wael ALI drives away His body is 
discovered 5 days later 2.6 miles away from the mall. He was dependent on Wael ALI for transportation. In a statement to police 
detectives Wael ALI stated that he drove around the mall to see where Wasel ALI would come out. The location Wasel ALI was 



located was a remote section of the park that w as w ithin a couple of blocks from the home w here they grew up as children. Friend 
stated that they frequented this location as children and hung out there together. 

Numerous friends of Wasel ALI told investigators that they had no idea w ho w ould w ant to harm him. When Wasel ALI disappea 
it was daylight and in an area where there is a high lev el of pedestrian and v ehicular traffic. These same friends stated that there w 
no way Wasel ALI would get in a car w ith someone he does not trust. 
All events occurred in Howard County, Maryland. 

Based on the police investigation into the murder of Wasel Gihad ALI. investigators hav e determined that Wael Gihad ALI is the 
only suspect in this case. Based on the above investigation and facts, your affiant requests that an arrest warrant be issued chargin 
Wael Gihad ALI, 3/16788 with the follow ing: 

• Murder in the First Degree • First Degree Assault 

• Murder in the Second Degree • Second Degree Assault 
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
